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The 30th Biennial Convention of AAUW will be 
in Albuquerque, New Mexico, June 24-28, 1979, 
at the Albuquerque Convention Center, Second and 
Marquette Streets, N. W. 


Georgie Stephenson writes: 

The money from the sale of stationery goes into 
our Fellowships Fund. I recently received some in¬ 
formation that I think will be of interest to you. 

As you know, at the Dallas convention in 1971» AAUW approved the CENTENNIAL 
FUND with a goal of achieving $10 million in new endowment monies by 1982, our 
100th anniversary. That sounds like a huge undertaking; however, 

(1) in 1888, the small nucleus of our present organization set a goal of 
$500 for the first fellowship, and reached it quickly; 

(2) In 1927, members launched the MILLION DOLIAR FUND to provide endowment 
for fellowships, and exceeded that goal; 

(3) In 1961, the present headquarters building for AAUW was dedicated, and 
had been paid for before dedication, as were two earlier headquarters; 

(4) In 1969» the Coretta Scott King Educational Fund goal of $150,000 had 
been oversubscribed in less than one year. 

All of these accomplishments indicate that we are well able to achieve the 
goal of $10 million by 1982. During the period from July, 1971 to June, 1978, 

$6.8 millions have been put into the centennial fund. During the past year (1978) 
$1,240,709.08 went into it. In 1978, South Carolina ranked second per capita 
among the fifty states, with an average of $10.75 Per member. First was Arkansas 
with $16,97, and third was Montana with $10.47. 


When you write a check for a donation to the scholarship funds of AAUW, 
make it payable to: AAUW Educational Foundation. Indicate in the lower left 
corner (l) that it is to be credited to the Columbia Branch; ( 2 ) to which fund 
you wish it to be added, either the Dr. Rosamonde R. Boyd fund (which is a Fellow¬ 
ship Unit) or the Mary Anderson Wheat fund (which is a Research and Projects 
Unit). The Boyd Fund has not yet reached stipend producing level.
